New York, Kansas City and Los 
angeles with the removal of code 
restrictions, and there were sev- 
eral defections from the general 
rule of industries that agreed to 
prolong the blue eagle's standards 
on a voluntary basis—notably at 
Greenville, S. C., where the Pied- 
mont Shirt company announced a 
wage reduction averaging 25 per 
cent and increase in 
working 


hours to from 36 to 40 and 44 a 
week. 


Threats of a general strike of 


about 3,000 garment workers were 
voiced in St. Louis by officials 
of the International Ladies Gar- 
ment Workers union If manufac- 
turers in this line disregard the 
wage and hour conditions that ex- 
isted under the NRA. Meyer Perl- 
stein, international vice president 
of the organization, made 
the 


announcement of the union's at- 
titude.

A new NRA rising out of the ash- 
es of the old was predicted today 
by American Federation of Labor 
chieftains. 
Already the Federation's execu- 


tive council is considering pre- 
senting to President Roosevelt an 
NRA bill drafted.by Charlton Og- 
burn, one of A. F. of L.'s general 
counsels. ' 
The bill would be based on the 
courts' equity powers. 
Other de- 
tailg are not disclosed, although 
it is understood the NRA it pro- 
poses would be similar in some re- 
spects to the old one. 


Meantime, the 'Federation plans 
to press congress for enactment 
of the Wagner labor disputes bill 
and the 
Connery 30-hour week 
measure. 


Federation 
chiefs 
regard 
the 
Wagner bill as especially, import- 
ant just now because the old re- 
covery act's collective bargaining 
guarantee appeared to have been 
rendered impotent by the supreme 
court decision. 


The labor relations board decid- 
ed months ago that only employ- 
ees working under codes which 
contained the famous section 7-A 
were guaranteed the right to bar- 
gain collectively. New codes have 
been demolished. 
, 
The Wagner bill would seek to 
guarantee the right of collective 
bargaining, make "majority • rule" 
a part of the law. outlaw the 
"company-dominated" union, and 
create a permanent labor relations 
board.

Out of the welter of speculation 
and clashing counsels that follow- 
ed NRA's death, these three de- 
velopments emerged to gain at- 
tention today: 
1. After President Roosevelt had 


indicated 
he was watching 
the 


reaction of the 
country before 


deciding on a course of action, it 
became clear that many new deal- 
ers hope' for mass pressure by 
the public to aid them in sal- 
vaging features of NRA. 


2. Hugh S. Johnson, 
after 
a 


conference with president Roose- 
velt, came forward with a two- 
point plan for a "stronger, better, 
more permanent NRA" and ap- 
pealed to. his radio listeners to 
demand of congress "that every- 
thing left by the court's decision 
be saved." - 


3. Senatorial foes of NRA show- 


ed a disposition to examine any 
new plans with a critical eye. 
Senator Clark (D-Mo) said there 
was no chance of amending the 
constitution and hinted at a pro- 
longed fight against such a pro- 
posal. Senator Borah (R-Ida) de- 
clared that any system of vol- 
untary codes'^ must guard against 
"all. possibility of monopoly." 


Meanwhile Senator Vandenberg 


(R-Mich) sought to get the sen- 
ate to scrap the Roosevelt re- 
ciprocal foreign tradc agreement 
program, contending that the NRA 
decision shpwed congress unlaw- 
fully 
delegated 
treaty-making 


powers to the president. 


Would Not Be Adequate. 


Though same administration ad- 


visors had talked of non-confpul- 
sory codes, in which industry and 
labor could join of their own free 
will, many observers thought it 
was apparent from Mr. Roosevelt's 
remarks at his press conference 
late yesterday that he does not 
believe a wholly voluntary system 
would be adequate. 


Though 
he 
said 
many code 
groups and trade associations had 
signified their Intention to stick 
by code principles, he added that 
cut-throat tactics by a minority 
could disrupt the whole thing.

As for labor conditions, he said

What Act Provided. 
The Frazier-Lemke act, which 
the supreme court ruled out unan- 
imously, allowed farmers to retain 
their lands for five years at a 
rental despite efforts of mortgage 
holders to foreclose. At the end 
of five years it gave the farmer 
an opportunity to satisfy the mort- 
gage by paying the newly-apprais- 
ed value of his property. 
Associate Justice Brandeis, who 
wrote the opinion, emphasized tnat 
the fifth 
amendment commands 
that, "However great the nations 
need, private property shall not 
be thus taken even for a wholly 
public use without just compen- 
sation." 
Some observers saw in one por- 
tion of' the decision a 
possible 
opening for new legislation to ac- 
complish the purpose of the act by 
another route. This read: 
Part of Opinion. 
"If the public interest requires 


and permit^ the taking of. prop- 
erty of individual mortgages in 
order,to relieve the necessities of 
individual mortgagors, resort must 
be had to proceedings by eminent 
domain: so that through taxation 
the burden of relief afforded In 
.the public interest may be borne 
by the public." 
Senator Frazier said It -might be 
possible, under this opinion, 
to 
draft a valid bill authorizing the 
government to take over deeply- 
mortgaged farms and lease them 
to their former owners, but. that 
this would be "even more radical • 
than his own measure and he 
doubted that it could be enacted, 


i ^ Reports from the Farm Credit 


Administration and from courts 
in different parts of the country 
indicated a comparatively small 
number of farmers actually had 
used the privileges granted by the 
Frazier-Lemke act.

government to take over deeply- 
mortgaged farms and lease them 
to their former owners, but that 
this would be "even more radical" 
than his own measure and he 
doubted that it could be enacted. 
•£-Reports from the Farm Credit 
Administration and from courts 
in different parts of the country 
indicated a comparatively small 
number of farmers actually had 
used the privileges granted by the 
Frazter-Lemke act. It was said 
those cases in the courts probably 
would be dismissed promptly.
